Although  our  election  of  new  officers  is  not  held 
until  the  first  of  the  year,  it  is  not  too  soon  to 
prepare  for  this  biennial  event  According  to  the 
TNA  bylaws,  I  am  to  call  for  the  nomination  of 
officers  and  district  governors  in  the  November 
issue  of  the  TNA  News.  Due  to  our  revised 
publication  schedule,  there  will  not  be  a  November 
issue  Since  the  December  issue  will  really  be  too 
late  to  allow  everyone  to  act,  I  will  issue  the  official 
call  for  nominations  in  the  October  issue. 

I  am  alerting  you  now  so  that  you  will  have 
adequate  time  to  select  some  candidates  that  you 
would  like  to  manage  this  association.  All  offices, 
from  President  through  District  XVII  Governor,  will 
be  open  for  nomination  or  renomination  All  except 
the  president  and  vice-presidents  (who  are  limited 
to  not  more  than  two  consecutive  terms)  may  serve 
unlimited  numbers  of  terms  Both  Mac  Kennady 
and  I  are  completing  our  second  consecutive  terms, 
therefore,  new  candidates  must  be  found  for  at 
least  these  two  offices. 

If  you  are  pleased  with  our  newly  appointed

Paurt  H:  Srealt  Britain,  G*nnrminiy  &  France

Ancient  Roman  coinage  set  the  pattern  of  a  plain 
bust  of  the  emperor  on  the  obverse  of  a  coin.  Each 
of  these  portraits  is  quite  individual,  considering 
that  a  given  ruler  was  sometimes  in  power  for  only 
a  few  weeks  or  months.  Sometimes  a  wife,  mother 
or  other  relative  of  the  emperor  was  also  on  a  coin. 
For  example,  Livia,  the  mother  of  Tiberius,  was  on 
the  reverse  of  his  "tribute  penny"  denarius 

English  coinage  also  used  an  image  of  a  king  on  a 
coin  as  early  as  the  Celtic  and  Norman  periods. 
However,  the  images  began  to  be  individualized  with 
the  coins  of  Henry  VIII,  and  became  good  likenesses 
from  the  period  of  Charles  II  to  the  present. 
Through  George  VI,  only  the  sovereign  had  appeared 
on  the  coins  of  Great  Britain.  This  changed, 
however,  with  Elizabeth  II.  Just  after  his  death,  in 
1965,  Winston  Churchill  appeared  on  the  reverse  of  a 
crown,  the  first  commoner  to  be  so  honored.  In 
1980,  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Queen  Mother,  was 
shown  on  the  reverse  of  a  25  new  pence  coin,  on  the 
occasion  of  her  80th  birthday.  In  1981,  Prince 
Charles  and  Lady  Diana  Spencer  were  on  the 
reverse  of  another  25  new  pence  coin  honoring  their 
wedding  Thus,  these  three  became  the  first  living 
persons  other  than  a  sovereign  to  appear  on  British 
coins.  All  these  issues  were,  of  course, 

commemoratives. 

When  Prince  Andrew  and  Sarah  Ferguson  married 
in  1986,  they  appeared  on  a  crown,  but  one  of  the 
Isle  of  Man.  The  Isle  of  Man  coinage  has  had  many 
persons  on  their  commemoratives.

British  paper  money  appeared  after  the  founding 
of  the  Bank  of  England  in  1694  King  George  V  was 
the  first  monarch  shown  on  this  currency,  starting 
with  a  10  shilling  note  in  August  1914.  Apparently, 
Edward  VIII  and  George  VI  never  appeared  on  Bank 
of  England  notes,  a  figure  of  Brittania  being  used  at 
those  times  Elizabeth  II  assumed  the  throne  in 
1952,  and  first  appeared  on  a  one  pound  note  in  I960. 
The  various  banknotes  of  Scotland  have  never 
shown  a  reigning  monarch,  but  have  used  national 
heroes  like  King  Robert  the  Bruce,  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
Robert  Burns  and  David  Livingstone  Beginning  in 
1970,  various  English  heroes  began  to  appear  on  the 
reverses  of  Bank  of  England  notes,  with  Queen 
Elizabeth  on  the  obverse  Thus,  dramatist  William 
Shakespeare  was  on  the  reverse  of  the  20  pound 
note  in  1970,  followed  by  military  hero  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  on  the  five  pound  note,  scientist  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  on  the  one  pound  note,  nurse  Florence 
Nightingale  on  the  ten  pound  note  and  architect 
Christopher  Wren  on  the  fifty  pound  note  In  1990, 
George  Stephenson,  the  inventor  of  the  railroad 
locomotive,  appeared  on  the  reverse  of  a  new  five 
pound  note 

The  German  Empire  was  established  in  1871  by 
Bismarck  under  the  Prussian  king  as  the  emperor. 
The  Kaisers  (Wilhelm  I,  Friedrich  III  and  Wilhelm  II) 
appeared  on  the  Prussian  silver  and  gold  coins,  but 
not  on  the  Empire  coinage,  which  had  one  mark  as 
its  top  denomination.  Paul  von  Hindenburg, 
president  of  the  Weimar  Republic,  appeared  while 
living  on  the  commemorative  coin  for  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  that  republic's 
constitution  (5  marks,  KM-64,  1929),  but  not  on  the 
regular  coinage.  Under  the  Third  Reich,  Hitler 
appeared  on  no  coinage,  but  Hindenburg  was 
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portrayed  after  his  death.  On  commemoratives, 
various  cultural  figures  were  depicted,  but  none 
were  living  at  the  time  they  appeared. 

On  First  Reich  paper  money,  all  figures  seem  to 
have  been  allegorical  On  Second  Reich  currency, 
several  portraits  appeared,  but  few  were  cultural 
figures,  instead,  they  were  persons  from  various 
paintings  and  etchings  by  German  artists  Things 
were  about  the  same  under  Hitler's  regime 

Since  1945,  West  Germany  put  some  statesmen  like 
Adenauer  and  Heuss  on  regular  coins,  but  only  after 
their  deaths.  East  Germany  had  no  portraits  on 
their  regular  coinage  up  through  two  marks.  Both 
West  and  East  regimes  had  many  persons  on 
commemoratives.  On  its  currency,  West  Germany 
had  artistic  figures  as  before,  East  Germany  had 
artistic  figures  and  also  Communist  figures  such  as 
Marx  and  Engels 

After  1870,  when  France  was  finished  with  kings 
and  emperors,  its  coins  showed  goddesses  (such  as 
Ceres)  or  allegorical  feminine  figures  of  Liberty. 
Commemorative  coins  had  portraits  of  deceased 
actual  persons  On  French  paper  money  after  1945 
there  were  allegorical  portraits,  but  also  a  group  of 
cultural  heroes,  such  as  Victor  Hugo,  Cardinal 
Richelieu,  Moliere,  Voltaire,  Racine,  Corneille,  Pascal, 
Delacroix,  Debussy  and  Montesquieu
